A vicious Pance, 
He was {laine in batrell by Malcobme theiecond , hivtuccellor, 
in theeighth yeere of his raigne, 

$3 /Malcolmethe ſecond, lonne of Kenneth the third, began 
toraigne inthe yere of the world, 4974. In the yere of Chrilt, 
1004. A valiant and a wiſe Prince, who made many good 
lawes , of the which a few are yet extant. He was [laineby a 
conf{piracie of his Nobles at the Caſtell of Glammes,who after 
the (laughter,thinking to eſcape, were drownedin the water of 
Forfar : forit being winter, and the water frozenand conercd 
with Snow, the Ice brake , and they fellin , in the righteous 
iudgement of God. He reigned thirtie yeeres. Some write, 
thataftera great victoriein battell, hee did givemuch of his 
landsto his Nobles, and they agreed that he ſhould therefore 
haue the wardſhip and cuſtodicof ther heires, as long as they 
were vnder the age of one and twentie yeeres , and the profits 
of all theirlands, ouer and abouetheir charges for education, 
and the diſpoſing of them in marriage, and the money that 
ſhould be giuen tor their mariage : And that hefirſt did giue 
vnto his Nobles ſundry ſeuerall titles of Honor, Which ward- 
ſhips, mariages, times of full age, and reliefes, and maner of 
Liueries of their lands out of the Kings hands, be in Scotland, 
very much agreeing tothe Lawes of England , as many other 
parts of the Lawes do. 

84 Dmncane the firit , ſonneof Beatrix , daughter of Mal- 
colwwe the ſecond , began to raigne in the yeere of the world, 
5 004. Intheyeereot Chriſt, 1 03 4. A good anda modeſt 
Prince. He was flaine by Macbeth traiteroully , in the ſoxth 
yeere of his raigne. 

85 Macbeth, fonne of Doxada, daughter of Malcolme the 
ſecond, began to raigne inthe yeereofthe world, 5010. In the 
yeere of Chriſt, 1040. In the beginning of his raigne he beha- 
ued himſelfe as a good and iuſt Prince, butafter , he degene- 
rated into acruell Tyrant. He was {laine in battell by his Suc- 
ceflour Malcolme the third , in the ſeuenteenth yeere of his 
raigne. 

86 Malcolme the third, ſurnamed Cammeir, ſonne of Dun- 
cane the firſt, began to raigne inthe yeere of the world, year.

She founded the Church of Carleill. The other daughter 
was Marie , wife to Exſtathius Earle of Boloigne. King AMat- 
colme builded the Churches of Durehame and Dumtermeline. 
He was {laine with his ſonne the Prince Edward,in the fixe and 
thirtieth yeereof his raigne , at the beſieging of Anwicke , by 
Robert Mowbray, ſurnamed Pearce-eie, and was buried at Tin- 
mouth z butafter, he was remoued to Dumtfermeline. 

87 Donaldthe ſeuenth,ſurnamed Baxe, viurped the crowne 
afterthe death of his brother, in theyeere of the world, 5063. 
In the yeereof Chriſt,1093. and was expelled inthe firſt yeere 
of his raigne,by Dncare rhe ſecond,the baſtard ſonne of King 
Malcolme the third. ; 

88 Dwncane the ſecond, vſurped the Crowne, in the yeere 
of the world, 5064, intheyecreof Chriſt, 1094. Araſhand 
fooliſh Prince. He was (laine by Makpendir the Thane or 
Earle of the Meirnes, when he had raigned little ouer a yeere,

I could not be drawne from this opinian, vntif{I vnder- 
ſtood, that there are ſundry workes in acertaine Ile; likevn- 
tochis Chappell in allehings, except that theyate broaderand 
wider. . In which reſpett , 1' am compelled/ to fuſpcnd ny 
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iudgement farther,thanto thinke that theſe haue beene monu- 
ments ofthings done, and eſpecially of victories gotten, and 
jet vp inthole places, as it had beene out of the world , thera- 
ther to be kept from the1niuries ofenimies : But truely, whe- 
ther they be monuments of victory, or (as ſome belccue ) Se- 
pulchers of Noble men),I truſtthey haue beene monuments to 
continue in eternall memory, bur builded by rude and vn- 
learned men, like to this Chappell ſtanding vpon Carron: 
There is a peece of ground atthe right ſideot Carron , plaine 
almoſt round about, growing to a knoll : necre midway , be- 
twixtthe Dan paczs and this Chappell , into the which, at the 
turning of the corner , appeares atthis day , the roomes of a 
pretty Towne : But by Iabouring of the ground where it 
itood , and taking away ofthe ſtones , for building of Gentle- 
mens houſes thereabouts, the foundations of the Walles, 
and deſcription of the roomes cannot be diſcerned, 

Beda, the Engliſh Writer , dilertly names this place Gmids, 
placing the ſameinthe very corner of Sexerus Wall, Many 
notable Romanes haue made mention ofthis Wall : Heere- 
of as yetremaine ſundry apparances , as ſtones gotten, bea- 
ring inſcriptions, containing teſtimonies: of ſategard recei- 
ued of Trabwnes and Centwrions, or elſe of their Sepulchers. 
And ſeeing that from the Wall of Adrian , tothis Wallof Se- 
werns (as the grounds of both doe witneſſe) it is little leſle 
thenan hundred miles, the ignorance of them that haue writ- 
ten the Engliſh matters , was either great, not vnderſtanding 
the Latine Writers who intreated of them, orelſetheir ouer- 
fight thatſo confuſedly handled that, which was ſo cleerely 
written, Howſoeuer the matter be ,:if they be not worthy 
to be reprooued for this their deed , at lealt , I thinke 
them worthy to be [lightly admoniſhed thereof, ſpecially, 
for that of the Records foreſaids ,.and of the Hiſtory of 
Bedg, the Epgliſh Writer 4 it -is-'certaine, that there was 
ſometime the Bordour -betweene- the Bryttaines and the 
SCotres. 

They that tell that Camelot ſtood heere, alleadge alſo, that 
this Chappell before mentioned, was the Temple of Cl/rw- 


dins Ceſar ; and boththe. one and the other is a yaine her: 
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for that Camelot is a Colonie of the Romanes , three hundred 
miles diſtant from thisplace, if trueth may be giuen to Prolc. 
mes, or Itincrarium Antonim. And Cornelius Tacitus maketh 
this errour with the reit of the whole narrative, moſt knowen; 
chiefly in thathewriterh, that the Romanes, after they had loſt 
Camelot, fled for their owne preſeruation , tothe templeof 
Claadins Ceſar : And (whether this Chappell was the Temple 
of Termins, or a monument of any other thing wanting a 
doore, whereof preſently it hath neither ene or token, being 
the height of aſtones caſt) yet it could never couerten armed 
men ot warre, or ſcarſely containe ſo many within the walles 
thereof. 

Beſides this , after Clandivs Ceſars tourney , almolt fortie 
yeercs, [lizzs Agricola was the firſt Romane that ever entredin 
thoſe parts. Allo was it not fittie yeeres after Agricola, that 4- 
arianus made a wall betwixt Tyneand Esk, to bethe border of 
the Romane Prouince, whereof to this preſent in divers places 
ſignes do remaine © Septimmizes Sexerus, about the yeere of God 
210, entred into Britannie, and beyond this border appointed 
by Adrian, 100 miles, he made a wall from the Firth of Clyde, 
rothemouth of Euen, where it entreth into Forth. Ot this 
wall, euen at this day , 'there are many and cleare demonſt-ati- 
ons. Moreouer , weneuer finde in the ancient monuments, 
that Camelodonum was the chiefe ſeat of the Pights : but that 
their Regall ſeat was in Abirnethie , as alſo the Metropolitane 
ſeat of their Biſhop : which atterwards was tranſported to 
Saint Andrewes. 

If it wereinquired , what mooued the Romanes to bring a 
Colonie there, or how they fuſtetned the ſame info barrainea 

nd; and, as things wereatthat time, wildeand vamanu- 
red, and ſubieCt to the dayly miuries of moſt cruell enemies : 
they will, asI ſuppoſe, an{were, (forI cannot ſeewhat other 
thing they can ſay) thar they furniſhed it by ſea, what time 
ſhips {edropaſſe vp Gatron, evento the townewall. If this 
we:e. 1e, ot neccſsitie the ground of both the banks of Forth, 
was then ouerflowed by the great Ocean, and ſowas barren: 
&yetnow, thatisthe only ground that is ſapp»ſed tobe plen- 
titull of cornes in thoſe parts. There 1 another queſtion 
{ome- 
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ſomewhat more difhcill. If both the bankes of Forth were 
drowned with ſalt water , why ended notthe Romanes their 
wall rather at that part, then with ſuperfluous laboures, to 
drawe it further in length by many miles 7 Beyond Striui- 
ling-ſbire, lieth the Lennox , devided from the Barrony 
of Renfrew, by Clyde : from Glaſgow , by thewaterof Hel- 
vin : from Striuiling-ſhire, by hilles : from Teth,by Forth: 
and then ends in the ls of Grangebean ; at the foote where- 
of, Loch-lomond runnes downe a lowe valley, foure and 
twentie miles of length , and eight of bredth , haning moe 
then foure and twentie Illands within theſame. This Loch,be- 
ſides aboundance of other fiſhes, hath a.-kinde of fiſh of the 
owne, named Pollac, very pleaſant tocate. The water of Le- 
vin runneth out of Loch-lomond ſouthward , which water 
hath giuen the name to the conntrey. Leuin entreth into 
Clyde, neere to the Caſtle of Dumbarton , and towne of the 
ſamename. The weltmoſt of the hilles of Grangebean , make 
the border ofthe Lennox. The hilles are cutted by a little bo- 
ſome of the ſea, named for the ſhortnes thereof,Ger-loch,Be- 
yond this Loch, there is a farre greater Loch , named from 
the water that runneth in it, Loch-long : and this water is the 
—— Lennoxand Covall. This Couall, Argyle(or 
rather Ergyle) and Knapdaill , are deuidedin many parts, by 
many narrow creckes, that runne out of the firth of Clydeinto 
them, whereof there is one moſt notable, named Loch-fyne, 
from the water of Finne that runneth into ir. This Loch is 
threeſcore miles of length. In Knapdaill, is Loch-haw , and 
therein a little Iſland , with a ſtrong Caſtle. The water of 
Aw runneth out of this Loch,and is the onely water of all that 
countrey, that doth runne into the Dexcalidon Sea. North-weſt 
from Knapdaill, doth lic Kentyir , ( the head of thecountrey 
ouer-agamſtIreland, ) from which it isdeuided bya le Sea. 
Kyntyir is more long then broad , ioyning to K1 ll by 
ſo narrow athroate, thar it is ſcarce one mile in bredth , and 
the ſame throate is nothing elſe bur very fand , lying ſo lowe, 
thar Mariners drawing their ſhips oftrimes through ir, make 
their tourney a great deale ſhorter, then it would bee , kee- 
ping the common courſe; Lorne, lying vpon Ergyle, my 
I march - 
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march with it, vntillic cometo Haber, aplaine countrey, and 
not vnfruitfull. The countrey where the hilles of Grangebean 
are,aremoſt caſie to be trauclled,named broad Albin,and that 
isto ſay, the higheſt part of Scotland : and the highelt part of 
broad Albin; is called Drunnalbin, thar1s, the backe of Scot- 
land, fo tearmed , not alrogether without cauſe : for forth of 
that backe, waters do runne into both the Seas, ſome vnto the 
North, and ſome vnto the South. Forth of Locherne, the wa- 
ter of Erne ranneth North-caſt , and entreth into Lay , vnder 
Saint-Tohnitoun three miles. The countrey that lieth on 
each ſide of this water, taking the name from tit, 15 called in the 
ancient Scottiſh language, Straitherne. Straith, of olde, in that 
tongue,was called a countrey lying along a water fide. Betwixt 
the hilles ofthis countrey and Forth , lieth Teth , taking the 
name from the water of Teth, running through the middeſt 
thereof. The hilles called Ochels,march with Tech,which for 
the moſt part , (as alſo the ground, lying at the toot ofthem) 
are accounted to be of the Stewardrie of Straithecne. Therelt 
of that countrey to Forth (through ambition) is diuided in 
ſundry Iuri{dictions, as in Clackmannan-ſhire , Culros-ſhire, 
and Kinros-ſhire, from which all the countrey that lies berwixt 
Forth and Tay,FEaſtward, like a wedge ina narrow point of the 
Sea, is called by one name, Fytc, abundant within the elte in 
all things neceſflarie to the vie of man. Ir is broadeſt where 
Lochleuin dinideth it : from thence it becommeth narrow,yn- 
till ir come to the towne of Carraill. There is but one water to 
make account of, inall Fyte , named Leuin. There are manic 
prety townes vpon the coaſt in three des of Fyfe. The towne 
of Saint Andrewes, forthe ſtudy of good learning. The towne 
of Cowper ſtandeth almoſt in the middeſt of Fyfe, which is 
the Sherifes ſcar for admmiſtration of juſtice. Vpon the 
march betwixt itand Stratherne, ſtandeth Abirnethy , ofolde 
the chiefe Citie of the Pights. Neere it, Erne runneth into 
Tay. The waterof Tay commeth forth of Loch-tay,in Broad- 
albin. The Loch is foure & twenty miles of length. Tay is the 
greateſt river in Scotland, which turning courſeatthe hilles 
of Grangebcan, ioynes with Atholl, a fertile countrey, fituate 
inthe yery wildernefle of the ſame mountaines : at the foot 
Pi; whereof, 
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whereof there is a part of Atholl, lying plaine, namied the 
Blair,vhich word ſignifies a ground proper for wood. Athol. 
Vnder Atholl, vpon the South ſide of Tay, ſtands the 
Towne Caledon ; which onely retaines the ancient name, 
commonly called Dunkeld, that i; , a knoll full of Nut-trees. Duukeld, 
The Nur-trees growing in that vamanured ground, and coue- 
ring the carth, with the ſhaddow ofthe boughs thereof, haue 
given the name, both to the towne, and people. 
Calcdones indeed, or Caledonij, werefometime one ofthe 
mot renowmed people of Brittaine,and made the one halfe of 
the kingdome of Pights , whom eAmriianus Marcellinus diui- 
deth into Caledones , and Vettnriones , of whome ar this day, 
ſcarcely doth remaine any memoriall of Name. 
Twelae miles vader Dunkeld , in the fame right fide of the 
riacr of Tay,ſtands Saint Iohncſtone : vpon the N orth fide of Gowrie, 
the water , Faftward from Atholl, lies Gowrie, a firnill ground 
for corne,and vnderit againe, betwixt Tay, and Esk , lies An- 
guſſe, orasrthe ancient Scots call it, Fencia, Some men alſo Anrufſe.

Atthis narrow point, lying betwixt theſe wa- 
ters, the countrey of Mar begianes , growing alwates wider 
and wider, till it be 60 miles in length , & come to Badzenoch, 
The countrey of Badzenoch, harh as it were a backe, running 
outthrough rhe midſt of ic, which ipouts forth wate:s into 
both the ſeas. Habre marcheth with Badzenoch , tending 
by little and little rowards the Deucalidon ſea : a Countrey 
as aboundant of commodities both by tea and land, as any 
Countrey within Scotland is. Firſt,it is good for Corne , and 
ſtore : the ſhaddowes of the Woods, the riuers and the 
ſprings , make it very pleaſant : and ithath allo great plenty 
of fiſhes , as any Countrey within Scotland : for beſides the 
aboundance of treſh water hſhes, produced by a greatnumber 
of waters,the ſea runnes within the countrey , in a long Chan- 
nell, and being narrow at the mouth, the water kept in 
betwixt two high bankes , and ſpreading wide inward, 
makes the forme of a ſtanke or rather ofa Loch , from which 
it hath gotten thename Abre, by the Countrey men, that is in 
their language, Aplace where ſhips may lie as ſure as in a 
Hauen. The fame nameis giuento all the Conntrey thar lies 
roundabout : ſich as ſpeake the Engliſh rongue , name both 
the Crecke ofthe ſea, and the countrey, Lochabre, butaltoge- 
ther without reaſon, and indecently. Theſethree Countries, 


The broadneſſe Habre , Badzenoch, and Marre, comprehend the breadth of 
of Scotland, Scotland, betwixt the two ſeas. Next vnto Marre North-

ward lies Buquhan, deuided from Marre by the water of 
Dune. This Countrey runnes fartheſt inthe Germane Sea, 
of all the Countries of Scotland 3 fertill in ſtore, and increaſe 
ofthe ground, and in it ſelfe, ſufficient to ſatisfy for all 0- 
ther commodities neceſſary for the Countrey. There is abun- 
dance of Salmond fiſh taken 1n all the waters thereof, ex- 
G__ , wherein to this houre , was neuer ſeene any 
nd. Vpon the coaſt ofBuquhao , there is acaue, the 
nature 
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nature whereofis not to be forgotten, From the crowhe of 
the Caue, theredrops downe water, which water , vpon the 


inſtant, is turned into little round ſtones. If the Cave were 


not from time to time cleanſed by mans labour, it would in 


ſhort ſpace be filled to the head. The ſtone that is ingende- 
red of this waterzis of nature haltfe ſtone, halte Ice,freſh and ne- 
ver growing folide,as the Marble doth, 

WhenlI was in Tolloſle, about theyeere of God, 1544. 
I vaderſtood by credible men, thatthere was a Cave, intothe 
Pirenec.mounts, neere vnto the place of their habitation, like 


vnto this Caue in all things. Boyne and Enzeclie from Bu- Boyne oh En

ray. Spey ſprings forth of the North-ſide ofthe mountaines 
ot Badzenoch,whereof we haue made mention; and not farre 
trom the ſpring thereof is a Loch, forth ofthe which , comes 
the water of Lute,running into the Welt ſea. By report, there 
was at the mouth of this water,a good Towne, named Innerlu- 
ther, fromthe name of the water. Surely, if we will conſi- 
der the nature of the people that dwell thereabouts, the 
commodity of failingand portage by ſea, this is very proper 
toran Hanen. 


The ancient gs allured by theſe commodities, ſome- 


-time dwelethere,in the Caſtle of Enone, which Caſtle, many 


atthis time ( ſiniſterly informed) ſuppoſe to be Dunſtaftage : 
for the ruines and ſignes of Dunſtaftage, euen to this day may 
be ſeene in Lorne, 

There are ſome ſmall Countries caſt in betwixt —_— 
and the Weſtſea, which ( having no notable thing worthy of 
memory within them ) we ouerpaſſe. Murray lies betwixt 
pe and N.xs, ſometime named,as ſome ſuppoſe, Verar.

From the mouth of Ns, where it enters into the Germang 
{ca,North,lies Rofle, ſhooting into the ſea, in great promonto- 
ries or heads, as the word it ſelte expreſſett: For Roſle in 
Scottiſh,is called, An head. The countrey of Rofle is of grea- 
ter length, then breadth, extended from the Germaine to the 
Deucalidon ſea, where itriſeth in craggy and wilde hilles , and 
yet in the plaine fieldes thereof , there 1s as great fertility of 
Corne , as in any other part of Scotland, There is in Roſle, 
poem dales with waters, and Loches full of fiſhes, ſpecially 

ch-broome. Ir is broad atthe Deucalidon ſea, and growes 
narrow by little and little, turning South-ward. . From the 0- 
ther ſhore, the Germane ſea(winning the ſelfe anentry berwixt 
high Clints) runnes within the land in a wide boſome, and 
makesan healthtull port and ſurerefuge againſtall tempeſts 
and ſtormes : Theentry of it iscafie, and within it, is a very 
ſure Hauen , againſt all iniuries offea, anda Hauentfor great 
Nauies of ſhips.

-And thoſe two Coun- - 
tries draw the breadth of Scotland into a narrow front,- In 
themarethreepromontories orheads : the highelt whereof, 
is in Nauernia, named by Prolomne, Orcas, ce Taiuidand The 
other two, not altogether ſo hie, arein Caithnes, Veruedrum, 
now named Hoya ; and Berubrum, vntruely by Boerinslcalled 
Dume, now commonly called Dunnesbey,or by ſome, Dun- 
canſ-bey. Of this word ( as appeareth , ſome lerters taken a- 
way) the word Dunsbey is come. At the foot ofthe hill, there 
isa prety crecke , which they that traucllfrom Orknay by ſea, 
vie for an haven. Creeke is commonly called a Bay. This 
Creeke then being named by ſuchas dwelt thereabout Dun- 
canſbey or Dunnachis-bey , the common' people toynin 
both the words in one, haue (intheir taſhion)madethe _ 
Dunsbey. Inthis Country Ptolomnie places Carnavij, of which 
names, there remaine yet ſome lignes : for the Earle of 
Caithnes chiefe Caſtle is named Gernigo. Ir appeares, that 
the peoplenamed by Prolomie, Cornauj , were called. by the 
Britaynes, Kernici : forindeed , not onely inthis Countrey, 
but alſo inthefurtheſt place of thislle, thatis in Cornewales, 
he places the people,named Cornauij,and they that ſpeake the 
Britaynetong, call the ſame people, Kernici. It may be, that 
he ſhould not iudge amiſle, that ſhould eſteeme Cornewales 
to be ſpoken for Kernice-wales , taking that name from the 
Frenchmen, called Kernici. Itappearerh likewiſe, that ſome 
ſignes of this name, although obſcure, remained in the mid- 
deſt of thelle : For Beds writes , that the beginning. of Sexc- 
r14 wall, was not far from the Abbay of Kebercurnike ; but 
in theſe places now, there is no appearance of any Abbay. 
Yetthere is in that part, a Caſtle of Dowg/aſſes , ruinous and 
halfe decaied , named Abircorne. Whether one of theſe 
words, or both, be corruptly driven forKernici, Ileaue the 
Readerto iudge.

Of the Iles of Scotland mgenerall. 


Ow refteth it to ſpeake ſomewhat of the Iles, the part 
of all the Brittaine Hiſtory, inuolued in greateſt errours, 
We willleaue the moſt ancient writers, of whom we haue no 
certaintie, and follow that which men of our owne time , more 
Thelledi- truely. and clearely haue written. They diuide all the Iles, 
wdel, (which , as it were, crowne Scotland) in three clafſesor ranks, 
the Weſt Iles , Orkenay Iles, and Shetland Iles. They call 
them Veſt, that liein the Deucalidon ſea, from Ireland al- 
molt to Orknay , vponthe Welt fide of Scotland: They that 
either in our Fathers-daies or ours , haue written any thing of 
Brittayne , call rheſe Iles Hebrides , (a new name indeede) 
whereof they bring neither ground, nor euidence from thean- 
cient writers, | 
Some writers haue placed Aebudz, Aemode, or Acmode, 
in that part of that Sea: Bur fo diuerlly, that they ſcarcely a- 
ree, either in thenumber,the fituation, or names. Strabo (to 
Gra at him, as moſt auncient ) perchance may be pardoned, 
for thatin his time, thatpart of the world was notſufhciently 
explored, and he therefore hath but followed the vncerraine 
brute. Melareckoneth ſenen Aemodx ;: Martians Capella 
alfomany Acmodx; Prolomerns and Solmu; fine Aebudz. Plini- 
# ſeuen Acmodz and thirtie Acbudz, Wewill retaine the 
name that js moſt frequent and common amongſt the an- 
cients, and call all the Weſt Iles Aebudz; and ſhew their fitu- 
ation, the.nature of euery one of them,and commodities ther- 
of, out of recent authors , that haue lately written,as moſt cer- 
taine. Firſt, we will follow Donald Munro, aman both godly 
and diligent , who trauelled all theſe Iles vpon his fect, and 
ſaw them perfeCtly with his eies. They lie ſcattered intothe 
The numbers Dencalidon ſea, tothe number of 300. and aboue.

The deſcription of the Iles of Scotland. 


together, that they are as ſofr as fearher-beds, and much m ore 
wholſome : for the tops chemicluesare drie of nature, where- 
by ir dries the weake humours, & reſtores againetheſt:engrth 
of the linewes troubled before, and thar ſo cuidently , that 
they, who at cuenng go to relt ſore and wearie,riſe in the mor- 
ning whole andable, As none of theſe people care for fea- 
ther-beds and bedding, fo take they greateſt pleaſure inrude- 
nefle and hardnefle. If for their owne commodiric, or vpon 
neceſsitie, they trauell to any other Countrey, they reie the 
feather-beds And bedding of their Hoſte. They wrap them- 
ſeluesin their owne plaids, fo taking their reſt : carefull in- 
deed,lcſt that barbarous delicacie ofthe maine Land (as they 
tearme it) corrupttheir naturall and Country hardnefle. 

Their armour wherewith they coner thcir bodies in time of 
warre, is an Iron Bounct, and an Habbergion , fide, almoſt 
even to their hceles. Their weapons againſt their enemies, 
are bowes and arrowes. The arrowes are for the moſt part 
hooked, with a barble on cither ſide, which once entered with- 
inthe body,cannot be drawne forth againe, vnlefſe the wound 
be made wider. Some of them fight with broad ſwords and 
axes. In place of a drum, they vſe a bag-pipe. They de- 
light much in muſicke,but chiefly in Harps and Clairſchoes of 
their owne faſhion. The ſtrings of the Clairſchoes are made of 
brafle-wire , and the ſtrings of the Harps, of finewes : which 
ſtrings, they ſtrike cither with their nailes, growing long ; or 
clic with an Inſtrument appointed for that vie. They take 
great pleaſure to decketheir Harps and Clairſchoes with fil- 
uer and precious ſtones : and poore ones, that caunot attaine 
heereunto, decke them with Chriitall. They ſing verſes pretti- 

ly compound, containing ( for the moſt part) praiſes of 

valiant men. There is not almoſt any other argu- 
ment,whereof their rimes entreat, They 
e the auncient French

Scotland, that ſpeake the ancientlan. 


guaze, called the Veſt [les, are 
theſe that follow. 


He firſt of themall, is the lle of Man, vntruely by ſome 
| men named Mon : by theancientscalled Dubonia, by 
Paulus Oroſins, Menenia, or rather Mnante, and in the 
old countrey ſpeech , Manium. Before this time, there was a 
Towne in it, named Sodora, wherein the Biſhop ofthe Iles 
had his ſeat. Irlies almoſt midway betwixt Ireland and Cum- 
bir, a Countrey of England, and Galloway , a Countrey of 
Scotland, 24 miles in length , and 18 in breadth. Next vnto 
Man, is Ailſay , into the Firth of Clyde : an hard high craig 
onall ſides, except at an cntrie. It is neuer occupicd by any 
man , but thar at ſometimes there come a great number of 
Boats there to fiſh _ There are many Conies and Sea- 
fowles init, ſpecially of that kinde , which wee call Solayne- 
Geeſe. It hath Carrik vpon the North-caſt, Ireland yponthe 
North-wcſt almoſt, and Kyntyre vponthe South-eaſt. Foure 
and twentie miles from Aillay , bes Arrane , almoſt dire& 
North, 24 miles of length , and 1 6of breadth. Allthe whole 
land riſeth in high and wilde mountaines. Itis manured onely 
vponthe ſea fide. Wherethe ground is loweſt, the ſea runnes 
in, and roakesa well large Creeke into it : theentries whereof 
are cloſed by the Iland Molas, the hilles riling on all fides, 
and breaking therage ofthe windes, in ſuch ſort , thatwithin 
154 very ſure haven for ſhippes : and inthe waters, which arc 
alwaies calme , ſuch abundance of fifh, that if there be more 
taken than the Countrey people thinke ſhould ſerue them 
for a day , they caſt them in againe intothe ſea, as it were in 
a ſtanke. Not farre from Arrane lies the little Ile Flada, fer- 
nll of Conies. Farther in it , is ſituatethe lle of Bute, within 
the Firth of Clyde,cight miles of length,and fourein breadth : 
diſtant from Arrane, as is ſaid , eight miles South-eaſt , and 
from Argyle South-welt , little more than halfe a mile from 
Cunnynghame , which lies by-Eaft ofit, ſixemiles. Itisa low 
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Countrey, commodious enough for Corne and ſtore! In iti 
a towne of the ſame nanie,, and thercin is the olde Caſt<ll of 
Roſa. There is another Caſtell in the middeft of it, named 
Cames, in their owne language , in Grecke Kamcos - that is, 
veric crooked. The lle Mcraoca, amile of length , and halte 
a mile of bredth, lies lowe Sourh-weſtward, well manured and 
ferriſl for the quantitie. Within the Firth of Clyde, lies little 
Cambra , andgreat Cambra, not farre diſtant one trom ano- 
ther. Great Cambra is fertill of Corne , and litcle Cambra of 
fallow Deere. From the Mule of Kyntyre Littia, morethen 
a mile, is Porticoſaanona , gerting that name tromthe creeke 
of Walter, that keptthe Danes Nanjie there, at what time they 
had the Hes in their handes. From the ſame Mule North- 
weſt, ouer againtt the coaſt of Ircland, lies Rachuda : and 
from Kyntyre foure miles , the little le Caraia: and not farre 
from thence, Gigaia, ſixe mules of length , and amilcanda 
halfe of bredth. Fwelue miles from Gigaia, lies Iura, foure 
and twentie miles of length. The (horefide of Jurais well ma- 
nured, and the inward part of the Countrey is cled with wood, 
full of Deere of ſundry kinds. Some thinke that this Ile was 
named of olde, Dera, which wordein the Gothicke tongue 
fienifieth a Deere. Two miles from Iura, lies Scarba, in 
length, from the Ealt rothe Welt, foure miles,and a mile in 
bredth : in few places occupied. The tide of the ſea betwixr 
thisIle and Iura, is ſo-violent,, that it is not poſsible to paſle it, 
either by faile or aire, except at certaine times. Art the 
backe of this Ile, are many vnwoeorthie little Ilands ſcattered 
heere and there. Ballach,or Geniftaria , Gearaltilla, Longaa, 
the 2. Fidlais, the 3. Barbais, diſtinguiſhed by their owne pro- 
_ names,Culbremna,Dunum,Cotlp,Cuparia,Beluahua, Vi- 

erana, Vitulina,Lumga,Seila, Scana. Theſe three laſt Iles are 
indifferent fertillof corne and ſtore, and perraine to the Farles 
of Argyle. Next ynto them is Sklata: ſo named, from a Sklait 
quarre thatis init. Then Naguiſoga and Eidalfa, and Sken» 
nia,and that which isnamed Thiana, from an herbe hurtful#ts 
the cornes,called Guld,npt vnlike to the herbe Lutea,but that 
it is ſomewhat more waterzſh coloured. Vd ——_ 
Iland: then Duffa,that is,blacke: andthe Iland ofthe Chure ., 

an 
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and Triaracha, and then the Yand Ardya;, Hanilis,. V izidis, 
and Ericea. Item, Arboraria, Capraua,Cunicularia, and itythat 
is namedrhe Tland of Idle-men:: and Abwidica, and:Lifmora, 
wherein ſometime was the Biſhops feate of Argyle: Itis ezght 
miles of length, and two in breadth. In this: Uand, bekdes 
the commaditics that it hath common: with the reſt, there 
are Mynes of metralles. Then Outia,thelland Traiedctegthe 
Iland Garna (thats ſharpe ) the Iland of the tane. Greſla, 
and the great land, Ardieſcara, Muſadilla, and Bernera , 
ſometime called the hobe Girth , notable by the tree Taxus, 
which growes in it. Molochaſgia, Drinacha, full of thoraes — _ 
and Bourtree, -ouer-conered with the ruines ot old houſes. ,;, ray 
Wrichtoun, fernill of wood. Item, Ranſa, Kernera.The grea- the fruir thereof 
reſt Tland, next vnto Tura,weſtward,is YIa,24. miles of length, i venemone, 
and fixteene of bredth, extended from the South, to the 
North , aboundant in ſtore, Cornez, Deereand Lead. There 
15afceſh water in it, called Laia, and acreeke of ſalt water,and 
therein are many Hands : In it alfo, is a freſh water Loch, 
wherein ſtands the Hand, named Fulnigania, ſometime the 
chiete ſeate of all the Iles-men. There the Gouernour of the 
Iles, vſurping the name ofa King, was wont todwell. Neere 
vnto this Iland , and ſomewat leile then it , is the round I- 
land , taking the name. from Countell : for therein was the 
Juſtice ſeate, and fourteene ofthe moſt woorthy of the Coun- 
trey , did miniſterIuſtice vnta all thereft, continually , and 
intreated of rhe waightie affaires of the Realme, in coun- 
ſell, whoſe great equitie and diſcretion. kept peace both at 
home and abroade, and with peace , was the companion of 
peace, aboundanceof all things. Berwixt la and Iura, lies 
a lictleIland, taking the name from a Cairne of ſtones. Ar 
the South-fide of la, doe lic thele lands : Colurna, Muluo- 
11s, Ofluna,Brigidana, Carskera, the lowe land, Imerſga, Be- 
athia , Texa, Ouicularia, Noaſiga , V inarda, Caua, Iarſberia. 
Thegreat Land Auchnarra, the Iland made like a man, the land like « 
Iland of lohn Slakbadrs. Art the weſt corner of Ila,lies Ouerla, mas, 
where the ſeais moſt tempeſtuous, andar certaine houres vn- 
—_— The Marchants Iland. And Southwett-ward from Hand of Win 
it, ily, Tanaſt and _ TheWeauers Iland.Eight ,,, * 
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miles from Ila, ſomewhat towards the North, les Ornanſa, 
Nextvnrtoit, the Swines Iland. Halfe a mile from Ornan- 
{a, Colaanfa. North from Colnanſa, lies the Mule , twelue 
miles diſtant from Ila, This lle is foure and twentie miles of 
length, and as much in bredth, vnpleaſant indeed, but not vn- 
frwrfull of Cornes. There are many woods in it, many heardes 
of Deere, and a good hauen for ſhippes : There are in it 
two waters , entring into the Sea, ouer againſt the Dowellang: 
and there are two waters, well {pred of Salmond fiſh,and ſome 
ſtrippes not altogether emptic thereof. "There are alſo two 
Loches in it, and in euerie one of the Loches anl1land, and in 
euverieIlanda towre. The ſearunning into this Ilandat foure 
ſundrie parts, makes foure ſalt-water Cockes therein , all foure 
abounding in Herring . To the North-welſt lies Calumba- 
ria, or the Dowelland : to the South-eſt, Era : both the one 
andthe other profitable for Beltiall, for Cornes, and tor fiſh- 
ings. From this Iland,two miles,liesthe Hand of SanQt-colre, 
two miles of length, and morethenamile of bredth, fertill of 
all things , that that part of the heauen vſeth to produce: 
Renowmed by the auncient monuments of that countrey, 
but moſt eſteemed for the ſincere holinefle and dilcipline 
of Sanct-colme. There were in this Iland, two Abbies, one 
of Monkes, another of graie Fryars : a Court, (oras it is tear- 
med at this time ) apariſh Church, with many Chappelles, 
builded ofthe liberalitic of the Kings of Scotland,and gover- 
nours of the Iles. When as the Engliſh men had taken 
Eubonia ,- and therein the auncient ſeate of the Biſhops of 
thelles, rhey placed their ſeate intothe old Cloitter of San- 
me. There is as yet remaining amongſt the old ruines, 
/ aburillplace, or Church-yard}, common to all the Noble 
families of the Weſt Iles , wherein there are three tombes, 
higher then the reſt, diftant euerie onefrom another a lire 
tpace, and three little houſes ſituated to the Eaſt , builded (c- 
verally ypon the three tombes :. vpon the welt parts where- 
of, there are ſtones mo , expreſsing whoſe tombes thelc 
Burial places WEre, Which ſtandinthe midit, bearing this title : The tombs 
of the Kivgsof Of the Kings of Scotland. .It is ſaid there were 48. Kings of 
Scotland, Scotland buried there. The tombe vpon the right _ 
at 
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hath this inſcription: The: Tombes of the Kings of Ireland; King: of 
Itis recorded , that there were foure Kings of Ireland buried 7re!end. 


there. Ir, that is vpon the left fide, hath this inſcription : 


The Tombes of the Kings of Norway. The reportis, that King: of 
there were eight Kings ot that Nation buried there. The no- Norway. 


table houſes of the Iles, have their Tombes in the reſt of the 
Church-yard, euery oneſeuerally by themſelues. There are 
about this Iland, and neere vnto it, fixe little Hands, not yn- 
fruitfull, given by the auncient Kings of Scotland , and go- 
uernours of the Iles, to the Abbey of Sant-Colme. Soa is 
a very profitable ground for ſheepe, albeitthe chiefe commo- 
ditie of it conliſts in ſea-fowles that build therein, ſpecially of 
their egges. Next vnto it, isthe Ile of Wemen. Ru- 
dana. Neerevnto it, Bernira: and from that , Skennia , halfe 
amile diſtant from the Mule. Ir hath a Prieſt of the owne, 
but the moſt part of the pariſhioners dwellin Mule. The ſea 
ſides of it abound in Connies. Fiue miles hence,lieth Frofa: all 
thele Iles are ſubie@R to the Monkes of Saint Colmes Abbey. 
Two mules from Frofa, lieth Vilua, five miles of length , fruit- 
full for the quantitie of Corne and ſtore. It hath a commodi- 
ons Haven for allies or boates. 

Vpon the Sth ſideof it, -lieth Toluanfa, the ground 
whereof is notvnfruitfull. Thereis a wood of Nut-trees in it. 
About three hundred paces from this Iland,lierh Gomatra,two 
miles long, and one mile broad , extended from the North 
tothe South, From Gomatra foure miles Southward , lies 2. 
Staffzz, the one and the other full of Haucning places. Foure 
miles South-eaſt from Staffa, lie-two Tlands , named Kerim- 
burg;z, the moreand rheleſle,enujroned with ſuch ſhore,high, 
and furiovs tide, that by their owne naturall defence, (\uppor- 
ted ſomewhat by the induſtrie of man) they are altogether 
invincible, One mile from them, lies an Illand, whereofthe 
whole earth almoſt -is blacke , growne together of rotten 
wood and» mofſe. The people make peates of it for their 
fire : where-ftom it is called Monadrym : for that kinde of 
carth, which-in the Engliſh language is called Moſle, in the 
Iiſh is called Monadrum. Next vnto this lle , lieth Longa, 


2- miles of length, inSBathabels asmuch. From Bacha 
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miles-lies Tiria, cight miles.inlength, andthree in breadth, 
Moſt ferrill of all the Ilandes, -in allrhings neceflarie for the 
ſiſtentation of man. It abounderh in ſtoreof Cornes, filhings, 
and Sea-fowles. In this land , there is afreſh-water Loch, 
and therein an olde Caftle. Ithathalſo an hauen not incom- 
modious for boates. From this Iland two miles , lies Sunna, 
and from Sunnaas farre lieth-Colla, twelue miles of length, 
and two miles of bredth, a ferrtill Jland. Norfarre from it, is 
Calfa, almoſt all fall of wood. And rhen two llands., named 
meekle Viridis, and little Viiridis. Item,other two of the ſame 
names. 'Queragainit':the Mules head , and not farretrom it, 
lie two Tlandes, named'Glaſſe, and then Ardan-eidir, thar is, 
the high Jland of the rider. Then Luparia,, or the Wolte 
Vand : and after it a greatlle, lying North from the Iland Col- 
la, extended Eaſt and Welt. Then Ruma, fixteenemiles in 
length , and fixe in bredth, riſing high in ſtrait hilles, full of 
woods, and fcrogpes, and for that cauſe, it isinhabited in very 
fewe places. TheSea-fowleslaie theiregges heere and there, 
in the ground thereof. In the middetit ofthe ſpring time,when 
the cggesare laide, any man that pleaſeth may take of them. 
In thehigh rockes thereof , the Sea-guſe, whereof we ſpake 
before., /are taken in aboundance. :Fromthis Hand , foure 
miles North-caft-ward , lies-the Horſe Iland ; and from it 
halfe a mile, the Swine iTland, 'for the quantitie fruitefull 
ynough in all things neceſlarie. The Falcon buildeth init. It 
hath alſo an haven; Not farre fromit, lies Canna and Egga, 
little Hands, fertill:ynough. In EggaareSalan-gecſe. Soabrit- 
relfa, more profitable for hunting, then forany:atherconmmo- 
ditie neceſlarie' for man. - 'From this:Iand: the Ile of Skye, 
greateſt of all the Ilands thatare about Scotland , lies North 
and South, 40. miles. in length,and cight miles broad in ſome 
places, and 1n other places 12.nules, riſing in hilles, in ſundrie 


'places full of waodsandpaſtorage: The gronid thereof fertill 


m'corne-and ftore-:; belides.all other kuides of bealluall, 
fruiefull of Mares, for breeding of:hotle. It:hath fine great 
rivers, rich of Salmond, and many/lurlewaters, not altoge- 
ther barethereof. The ſearunning .intothelavd onall ides, 


a 
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all rich in herring, There is in it a freſt-water Loch ,'and 
fue Cattles. The 1le,inthe old Scottiſh rongne, is called Scia- 
nacha, that is, winged : becauſe the heads, betwixtthe which 
the Sea runneth into the land , ſpreadeth out like winges : 
but by common cuſtome of ſpeech , itis called Skee, thatis, a 
wing. About the Skie, lie little Itands, ſcattered heeteand 
there, Oronlſa, fertill"'in corne and ftore. Canicularia, full 
of buſhes and Connies. Paba, infamous for throate-cutting, 
For that in the woods thereof, robbers lie in ambuſhments, 
to trap them that paſle that way. 8. miles South-weſt from it 
liesScalpa, which, (beſides ſundry other commodities ) hath 
woodsfull of troopesof Deete. Betwixt the mouth of Zoch- 
carron and Raorſa , lies Crulinga, ſeuen miles of length , and 
two of breadth : there is aſurehauen in it for ſhips, There 
are initalſo,woods of Bucke,and Deere in them. 

Halfe a mile from Crulinga, is Rona, full of wood, 
and Hadder. There is- an hauen in the innermoſt Loch 
thereof, perillous for robbery,to them that paſſe that way,be- 
cauſe it is a meete = to hide ambuſhments in. In the 
mouth of the ſame Loch, is an Iland ofthe famename, cal- 
led for ſhortnefſe, Ger-loch. From Rona fixe miles North- 
ward , lies Flada : two miles from Flada, Euilmena.: Vpon 
the ſouth fide ofSkie , lies Oronſa : and a mile from it Knia, 
Pabra, and great Bina : and then hue httle ynworthy Tlands. 
Next vnto themis, Iſa, fertill in cornes. Beſide it, is Ouia, 
then Askerma , and Lindella. 8. miles from Skie ſouthward, 
lies Linga, and Gigarmena, Benera, _— Paua, Flada, 
Scarpa " peheodve , Sandara, Varerſa : ch, belidesma- 
ny other commodities, hath a hauen, commodious fora num- 
ber of great ſhips,whereinto fiſhermen of all countries about, 
conuene certaine times of the yeere-ordinarily. . Theſe laſt 
nine Tlands , are ſubie& to the Biſhop'of the Iles. 2. miles 
from Vaterſa, is Barra, running fromthe North-weſt , tothe 
ſouth-eaſt , 7. miles in length , fruitfull of cornes, and 
fitable for fiſh. There runnerh into it, a Loch , with a nar- 
row throat, growing round and wide within. Init there is 
an inch, and in the inch aftrong Caſtle. Vpon the North- 
fide of Barra, there riſeth an hil pe of hearbes _ the 
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foot to the head, vpon the top whereof, is a freſh water 
well: The ſpring thar ronneth from this well, to the next 
4 firange kind fea, carries with it little things , like as rhey were quicke, but 


hauing the-ſhape ofno beaſt , which appeare (alcheugh ob- 
ſcurely ) in ſome reſpeR , to repreſent the fiſh, that we call 
commonly, Cockles. The people that dwellthere , call thar 
part of the ſhore, whereunto thele things are carried ,. The 
great ſandes: Becauſe, that when the tea ebbes, there ap- 
peareth nothing but dric ſandes , the ſpace of a mile, Our 
oftheſe ſandes , the people digge ont great Cocles, which the 
neighbours about iudge either ro grow (as it were ) of that 
ſcede, tharthe ſprings doe bring from the well, or elſe indecd, 
to grow1n that fea. Betwixt Barra , and VViſt, lierheſe little 
Tlands following : Oconſa,Onia,Hakerſera, — Fla- 
da,great Buya,little Buya, Haya, Hell ſxa , Gygaia, Lingaia, 
Foraia, Fudaia, Eriſcaia. From theſe Ilands, Viltus lies 
Northward, 34 miles of length , and 6 milesof bredth. The 
tideof theſea, running into two places of this Ile, cauſethir 


. to rus threellands : butwhenthetideis out, it becom- 


meth all one Iland. In it are many freſh water loches , ſpe- 
cially one , three miles long, The lea hath worne in vpon 
theland , and made it ſelfe a paſlage rothis Loch,and canne- 

- tron haue made a wall of 
ſixty foote broad , to that effeft. The water entreth 1n a- 
mongtt the ſtones , thatarebuilded vp together , and leaues 
bebindeit, at the ebbe, many ſea-fiſhes. There is a fiſh 1 it, 
like to the Salmond inall things , except , that with the white 
womb,it hath a blacke. backe, and wanteth skailes. Item, in 
this Iland are innumerable freſh-water loches. There 1s in 
it cates couered over with Hadder , that are very dennes 
for knaves. In it are five churches. 8 miles Weſt, from it 
lies Helſther Vetularnm, ſonamed, (as I beleeue) becaule it 
appertaineth to the Nunnes of the Ile of /one. A little fur- 


- ther North, riſeth Haneskera : about this Iland , atcerraine 


times of the yeere, are many Scalches , they are taken by 
the countrey-men. Sonth-welt, almoſt ſixty miles from Ha- 
neskera, lies Hirta, 'fertill in corne and ftore , ſpecially in 
ſheepe , which are greater then the ſheepe of any oa a 
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lands : The Inhabitants thereof are rnde in all kinde of craft, 
and moſt rnde in Religion. After the Sammer Solſtice, which 
is about the ſeuenteenth day of Inne, the Lord of the land 
ſendeth his Chamberlaine to gather his dueties, and with him 


a Prieſt, who baptizeth all the children thar are. borne the A barberow 
yeere preceeding : And if it chance the Prieſt not to come, Peep!e. 


then euery man baptizeth his owne childe. The tenants 

ro their Lordes , certaine number of Sealches , of Reilted 
VWedders, and Sea-fowles. The whole land paſſerhnot one 
mile in length , andas much in bredth. There1s no part of it, 
thar can be ſeene by any of the other Ilands, except three 
hilles,whichare vponthe coaſt thereof, and may be ſeene from 
high places of ſome other Hands. In theſe hilles are very faire 
ſheepe , but ſcarſely may any man get to them tor the violence 
of the tide. Now ler vsreturne to Wiftas. From the North 
point thereof, is the Iland Velaia, one mile of bredth, and 
twile as long. Betwixt this point, and the Iland Harea, lie 
theſe Hands following, little of quantitie, but not vnfruitfull : 
Soa, Stroma, Pabaia, Barneraia, Emſaia, Keligira, Little Saga, 
Great Saga, Harmodra, Scarua, Grialinga , Cillinſa, Hea, 
Hoia, Little Soa, GreatSoa, Iſa , Little Seuna, Great Seuna, 
Taranfa, Slegana, Tuemen. 

Aboue Horea,is Scarpa,and halfe a mile towards the Weſt, 
EquinoGtiall from the Lewis, lie ſeuen htle Tlands,which ſome 
name Flananz, ſome holy places of girth and refuge, riſing vp 
in hilles that are full of hearbs, but vnlaboured of any man. 
There is neuer almoſt one fonre-footed beaſt in them, except 
wilde ſheepe, which are taken by hunters, but they ſerue of no 
purpoſe for eating, becauſe in ſtead of fleſh, they haue akinde 
ot fatnefle : and it there be any fleſhvpon them, it is ſo vnplea- 
ſint , tharno man (vnlefle he be very ſore oppreſied with ex- 
tremehnnger) will taſte of it. | 

Farther North, inthe ſame ranke, hes Garn Ellan : that's, 
the hard Ile. -Lamba,Flada, Kellaſfa, Little Barnera,Great Bar- 
nera, Kirta; Little Bina, Great Bina, Vexaia, Pabaia, Great Si- 
grama , Cunicolaria, ſo named from the plentie of Comesthat 
arerhere, Little Siprama't Fhelland of che Pigmeis. In this I- 
land is achurch; wherinthe gs 4 buried (asthey that ,,,;, 
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are neighbours to the Iland, belccue.)Sundrie ſtrangers dig- 
ging deepely inthe ground, ſometimes haue found , and yer 
__ day doe finde veric little round heads, and other little 
bones of mans bodie, which ſeemes to approuethe trueth,and 
apparance of the common brute. In the North-caſt fide of 
the Iland Leogus , thcreare two Loches running foorth of the 
ſea, named the North and South Loches , wherein ax all times 
ofthe yeere, there is abundance of hh forall mentharliſtto 
take them. Fromthe ſame ſide of the Loch, ſomewhat more 
Southerly, lies Fabilla, Adams land, the Lambelland, Item 
Hulmetia , Viccoilla, Hanarera, Laxa, Era, the Dow Iland, 
Tora, Iffurta, Sealpa, Flada, Senta : At the Eaſt ſide whereof, 
there is apaſlage vnder the earth , vaulted aboue a flight ſhoot 


of length, into the which little boates may either faile or rowe, 


for eſchewing ofthe violent tide ; raging with great noiceand 
danger of them thatfaile betwixt the land and the head that 
isnext ynto it. Somewhat Eaſtward, lies an Iland, named Old 
Caſtle, a roome ſtrong of nature , and ſufficient enough to 
nouriſh the inhabirants in cornes, fiſh, and egges of Sea-fowles 
that build in it. Arthat fide where Lochbrien enters, is ſituate 
the Iland Eu, all full of woods onely mect to couer Theeues, 
who lie in wait for paſſengers comming that way. More Nor- 
therlie , lies the Iland Grumorta, and it is likewiſe full of 
woods, and haunted by throat-cutters. The lland , named 
the Prieſts land, lies that ſame way, profitable for paſtourage 
of ſheepe, and full of Sea-fowles. Next vnto it is Afulla. 
Neighbourto Afulla, is great Habrera : then little Habrera, 
and neerevntoit, the Horſe-lle : and beſides that againe, the 
Iland Marta1ka. 

Theſelaſt mentioned Ilandes, lie all before the entrie of 
Lochbrien, and from them Northward, lic Haray and Lewis, 
16 miles of length, and 16 of bredth. Theſe three make an 
Iland , which is not dinided by any hauen or port of the Sea, 
but by the ſeuecrall Lordſhips of the heritours thereof, The 
South part , is commonly named Haray : Init ſometime was 
the Abbey named Roadilla, builded by Maccleude Harcis. It 
is a Countrey fertill, enough in Cornes , bur yer the increale 
commeth rather of digging , and deluing , than by ang 
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with the plough. There is good paſtourage for ſheepe in ir, 
chiefly a high hill ouer-couered with = , to havens —_ 
Maſter Donald Morro, a learned and godly man, ſayth, that 
when he was there, he ſaw ſheepe (as olde as that kinde of Be- 
ſtiall vſcth to be) feeding malterleſſe, petteining pecularlie 
tono man, the commoditie whereof is the greater, for that 
there is neither Woolfe, Foxe, or Serpentſcenethere : albeit 
that berwixt that part, and Lewis, there be great woods full of 
Deere, but they are of ſtature low, and not great of bodie. In 
that partalſo ofthe land, is a water , well ſtored of Salmond 
fiſhes. Vpon the North fide of it,'itis well manured vpon the 
lea fide. There are init foure Churches,one Caſtle,ſeuen great 
running waters,and twelue lefſe, all (for their quantities) plen- 
tifull of Salmond fiſh. The ſea enters within the land in dt- 
vers parts of the Iland , making ſundriefalt water Loches, all 
plentifull of Herring. There is in it great commoditie of 
ſheepe, which feed at their pleaſure vypon the hadder, and a- 
mongſt the buſhes and craigs. The Inhabitants gather them 
together euery yeere once, either within ſomenarrowroome, 
orelſe within ſome flaik foldes , and there conformeto the an- 
cient cuſtome of the Countrey , they plucke off the wooll of 
them, 

The moſt part ofthe hie land hereof, is moory ground : the 
ſuperfice whereofis blacke , congealed together by long pro- 
preſſe of time , ofmofle and rotten wood, tothe thicknefle of 
afoot, orthereabouts.: the vpperſcruffe is caſt in long thicke 
turffes, dried at the Sunne, and fo wonne to make fire of, and 
burnt in ſtead of wood. Thenextyeere after, they mucke the 
bare ground, where theſcruffe was taken away, with ſea ware, 
and ſowe Barley vpon it. 


In this land is ſuch abundance of Whales taken, that (as j1,ates. 


aged men report) the Prieſts will get of ſmall and great toge- 
ther, 27 Whales for their tenth. Lhere is allo in this lang a 
great Cane, whereinthe ſcaat a low water abides two faddome 
high, andatafull ſea , itis more than foure faddome deepe : 
pogpotel ſorts and ages fit vponthe rockes thereof, with 
ooke and line, taking innumerable multitude of all kinde 
of ſhes. South-eaſt from Lewis , almoſt threeſcore miles, 
L 3 there 
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there is a little Tland lowe and plaine, wellmanured, named 
Rona, the Inhabitants thereof, are rude men, and almoſt with- 
out religion. The Lord of the ground limits certeine num- 
ber of houſeholds to occupie it, appointing for euery houſe. 
holde, few or many ſheepe , according to his —_—_— where- 
on they may eahily liue and pay him his rent. tlocuerreſts 
at the yeeresend, morethan their neceflary ſuftentation, they 
fend the ſame yeerely to Lewis to their maſter. The rent for 
the moſt part which they pay , 1s barlie meale, ſewed vpin 
ſheepe-skinnes in great quantitie , (amongſt them growes no 
ſtore of any other kinde of graine.) Mutton, and fo'many fea. 
fowles dried atthe Sunne , as they themſetues leaue vneaten at 
theyeeresend,areſenttotheir maſter. And in caſe,at any time 
thenumberof perſons increaſe in theirhouſes , they giue all 
that exceed the ordinary number;to their maſter ; ſo that in my 
opinion , they are the onely people in the world that want no. 
thing, but hath all things for themſelues in abundance, vncor- 
rupt with lecherie or avarice, and are indued with innocence 
and quietnefſeof minde (which other people with great traucll 
ſeeke out by the inſtitutions and precepts of Philoſophie) 

purchaſtto them by ignorance of vice, fo that they appeare 

to want nothing of the higheſt felicitierhat may be, except on- 

ly , that they are ignorant of the commodirie of their owne 

condition. 

Thereis inthis Iland , a Chappell, dedicated to Saint Re- 
nan : wherein (as aged men report) there is alwayes a Spade, 
wherewtth , when as any 15 dead , they finde the place of his 
graue marked. In it, beſides divers kindes of fiſhings , there 
are many Whales taken. Sixteene miles Weſt from this land, 
lies Suilkeraia, a mile in length , but in irgrowes no kinde of 
hearbe, nonot ſo much as Hadder : There 1s only blatke crag- 
vie hilles in it, and ſome of them couered with blacke moſ 
Sea-fowles lay their egges in fundrie places thereof, and doc 
hatch. When they are necretheir flight,the inhabirants of Le- 
ogus, nextneighbours vntoit, faile thither, and remaine there 
eight daies, orthereabour, to take and gather the fowles, dry- 
ing them at the winde, and load/theitboates with'the dried 


ficſh and feathers thereof. In that land is ſeene arare kinde of 


fowle

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fowle, ynknowen to other countries, named Colca, little lefſe 4/roxe 


- in quantity , then.a Gooſe. Theſe fowles come there eucry _ « _ 
wy yeere in the Spring time, hatch and nouriſh their young 1, of Salle= 


ones, tillthey be able to live by themſelues. About thatſame rai, 
very time , they caſt theirfethers, and become ſtarke naked of 
ts all their body, and then they get themſelues to the ſea, and are 
neuer ſeene againe, till the next Spring. This farther is notable

by in them : their feathers haue no ſtalke, as other fowles feathers 
pin haue, butthey areall couered with a light feather, like vnto 
jt Doun,wherein is no kinde of hardneſle. 

Ch. The Iles of Og the North of Scotland. 

nt Now follow the Iles of Orkenay , lying ſcattered, partlyin 
ne the Deucalidon ſea, partly inthe Germaineleas, towards the 


all North parts of Scotland. The ancient writers , and thelate 
writers, both agree ſufficiently vpon their name z but yerne- 


wi ner man (fo farreas Iknow) hath giuen any reaſon ofthe ſame, | 
u_ neither yet is it ſuthciently knowen , who were the firſt poſle(- 
met ſors thereof. All men notwithſtanding, alledge their originall | 
nell tobe from Germany, but of which countrey they are diſcen- | 
hie) ded,none hath exprefied : Vnlefle weliſtro conieure from | 
exre their ſpeech they ſometimeſpake , and yertſpeake the ancient 
_—_ language ofthe Gothes. Some are of opinion, thatthey were | 
wn Pights, chiefely perſwaded heereunto, through their deuifion | 
by the ſea — Perth , and Firth from Caithnes, who like- | 

, Ro wiſe ſuppoſe , thatthe Pights were of their originall Saxons, | 
ade, mooued heereunto by the yerle of Claudzan,taken out of his 7. | 
f his Panegericke: | 
here 5 ; Madnuerunt Saxone fuſo | 
and, Ovoadtes incaluit Pittorum ſanguine Thule, 
Je of Scotorum cummlos flewit glacialts Terne. 

; But theſe mens errors may be eaſily confuted , partly by 
2 Beda, an Engliſh Saxon himſelte, who affirmes, that God was 
1 doe praiſed in ſeuen ſundry languages amongſt the Britaines : 
FLe- and that the Pights language was one of them , may well ap- 
there peare ; forifthatatthat time the Pights had ſpoken Saxon, 
dry- (which was then the vncorrupted ſpeech of the Engliſhmen) 
dried hee would then have made no diuifion berwixt rhe Sax- 


ons, and the Pights language : and partie alſo confuted by 
L 4 Claudian 
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Claudian himſelfe, who inthe very ſame verſes, diſertly noteth 
thePights, aſcuerall people from the Saxons, affirming, the 
Countrey of the one nation to be Orknay , and the Countrey 
ofthe other, Thule : from which Country ſoeuer they bede- 
ſcended,at this day, their language differs both from the Scot. 
tiſh and Engliſh tongues, but not much difters from the 
Gothes. 

The common peopleto this day, are very carefull to keepe 
theancient frugality of their Predeceſlors , and in that reſpe& 
they continue1in good health forthe moſt part, both in minde 
and body , ſo that few die of ſickneſle, butall for age. The 
ignorance of delicacie, is more profitable to them , for preſer- 
vation oftheir health, then the Art of medicine, and diligence 


of Mediciners isto others. The {ametheir frugality , isa great 


helpe totheir beauty and quantity of ſtature. There is imall 
increaſe of Cornes amogſt them , except of Oates and Barley, 
whereof they make both breade and drinke. They haueſut- 
ficient ſtore of quicke goods, Neat, Scepe and Goartes , and 
thereby great plenty ofmilke, cheeſe and. butter, They: have 
innumerable ſea Fowles : whereof ( and of fiſh, for the moſt 
on ) they make their common food... There is no venemous 

eaſt in Orknay,nornonethat is euill faupured to looke vpon. 
They hauelittle Nagges, little worth in appearance, but more 
able & mettelled forany turne, then men can beleeue. There 
isno kinde of tree, no not ſo-much asa ſprig in Orknay, except 
Hadder : The cauſe heereof, is not {o much inthe aire and 
ground, as inthe loth of the Inhabitants. This may be eaſily 

rooued by roots of trees that are taken out of the ground, 
in ſundry parts ofthe Ile. When Wine comes therein ſhips 
forth of itrange countries, they geedily ſwallow it , rillthey be 
drunken. 

They haue an old Cup amc "gft them , which (to the effect 
their drunkeneſle may how the greater authority ) they ſay 
did appertaine to Saint Magn, the firlt man that broughtthe 
Chrittian Religion into that countrey. This-Cup exceeds 
farre the common quantity of other Cups, ſoas it appearesto 
haue beene kept ſincethe banquet of the Lapithes. By it they 


ietheir Biſhop firſt, when he comes amongſt them. _ 
at. 
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that drinkes out the whole a_ at one draught, (which ts 
{cldome ſcene) is by them extolled tothe $kies ; for heereof, 
as froma blyth preſage, they conceine with themſelues , in- 
creaſe in their goods, the yeeres following. Heereupon, we 
may eahily conieCture, that the frugalitie whereof I ſpeake, 
proceeded not ſo much from reaſon, and careto bee frugall, 
as from pouertic and ſcarcitie. And the ſame neceſttie ( that 
was Mother of ts frugalitie at the beginning.) kept her 
daughter long after amongſt the offpring of that Ile, tillfſuch 
time, as the countries lying neere vnto it, (Luxuric increa- 
ling) being corrupted, theauncient difciplineby little and lit- 
tle deſormed, they likewiſe gaue themſelues to deceitfull plea- 
ſures, Their traffiqqueallo with Pirats, was a greatſpurre to 
the decaie of their remperancie. The Pyrats tearing to fre- 
quent the company of them that dweltinthe continent land, 
ot freſh water foorth of the Iles}, made exchaunge with the 
inhabitants thereof, giuing them wines, and other {leight mar- 
chandiſe for freſhriuers , or taking the ſame vpon {light pri- 
ces from the people : who being a ſmall number without 
armes, and lying 1o wide one from another, in atempeſtu- 
ous Sea, {taying and impeding their incurrence for mutuall 
defence , and finding themſelues vnable to withſtand thoſe 
Pyrats, conſidering allo their owneſecuritie , ioyned with ad- 
vantage and pleaſure, were contented , notaltogetheragainſt 
their willes,to receiue them arleaſt, they opponed not them- 
{clues direCtly vnto them, ; 
The contagion of maners: began not in the ſimple peo- 
ple, but it did both begin and continued in the wealthie 
men, and Prieſtes, For the common ſort atthis day, keepe 


ſome remembrance of their accuſtomed moderation. The Dangerous 


Orkenay ſea is ſo tempeituons-and raging » not onely in re- ſeas. 
ſpect of the violent windes, and aſpett ofthe heauens ; butak 

ſo in contideration of the contrarious tides, running head- 
long together from the Weſt Ocean, that the Veſſels, 
(comming in anie ſtrayt betwixt two landes ) can neither 
by faile nor oare , once releeue themlelues of raging tides, 
and whirling waues of the Seas. If any dare approach the 


{trait, they are either violently brought backe 1nto the ſea, 
by 


T he ancient 
axd new name 
of the chiefeſt 
Towne in 
Orkenay, 
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by therage thereof, broken vpon rockes, and driuen ypon 
Skares, or elſe by the fiworle of the ſeas, ſunke inthe waucs 
thereof, Thele Straits may be paſled at two times of the ryde, 
when the weather is calme , either at a deepe neep , or atafull 
ſea. Ar theſe times, the great Ocean,offended with contenti- 
oustdes ( whoſe force raiſed huge contrary waues) ſounds(as 
it were) the retreat, in luch fort, that the ſurges of the ſeas, 
ofc before raging, rcturne againeto their owne camps. Writers 
agreenot vponthe. number ot theſe Iles of Ockenay. Pliniu 
{aics there be zo. Iles of them. Others thinkethere is but 30, 
or thereabout. Pauls Oroſizs accounting them to. be 33. in 
number, iudgeth the neereſtthe truth. Of theſe there be 12, 
inhabited , the remanent are reſerued for nouriſhing of 
Cartrell. 

There arealfo ſomelittle Ilands amongſt them , of fo nar. 
row bounds, that ſcarcely ( albeit they were laboured) are a- 
ble to ſuſtaine one or two labourers. Others are but either 
hard crags bare, or elſe crags couered with rotten Moſſe, 
The greateſt of the Orkenay lands, is named by many of the 
ancients, Pomona : At this day, itis called , The firme lande, 
for that it is of greater quantitie then any of thereſt : It is 30, 
miles of length , ſuthciently inhabited. It hath rwelue Coun- 
trey pariſh Churches , and one Towne , named by the Dancs 
(to whoſe Iuriſdiction theſe lands were ſometimes ſubiect) 
Cracomaca, but now the name being corrupt , it 15 called in 
Scottiſh Kirkwaa. 

In this towne there are two little Towers builded , not farre 
the one from the other : one of them appertaines to the Ring 
the other to the Biſhop . Berwixttheſe two towers , ſtands 
one Church, very magnifique for ſuch a Countrey. Betwixt 
this Church and the towers on either ſide, are ſundrie buil- 
dings , which the Inhabitants name , The Kings towne , and 
the Biſhops towne. The whole Iland runnes out in Promon- 
tories or heads, betwixt which, the ſea runnes in , and makes 
ſurc hauens for ſhips, and harbours for boats. In ſixe ſundrie 


Mynes of Lead Places of this Ile, there are Mines ofas good Lead and Tynne 
#147 ywme. aSisto befound inany part of Britayne, -This Iland is dittant 


from Caithnes 24. miles or thereabouts , deuided from _ 
Y 
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by the Pights ſea, of whoſe nature wehave already ſpoken. 
In this {ea arediners Ilands ſcattered here and there, of whom 
Stroma for the quantitie, lying foure myles from Caithnes , is 
one, and that not vntruittull : but becauſe it lies fo neere to 
thecontinent land of Britaine, and that the Earles of Caith- 
nes haue alwaies bene Maſters and Lords thereof, it isnot ac- 
counted amongſt the lles of Orknay. From this Iland North- 
ward,lies South Ranalfay, which is diſtant from Duncan-bey, 
(or rather Dunachis-bey ) ſixteene miles, and may be failed 
wich ride, alchough there bee no winde, in the ſpace of two 
houres, the courle of that Sea is ſo vehement. Ranallay is five 
miles long, and hath a commodious hauen , named after Sainr 
Margaret, Fromirt, ſomewhat Eaſtward , there lie two little 
vnoccupied llands , mecte for paſtouring of cartell,called by 
the Orkenay men, 1 their originall language, Holmes ; that is, 

laine graſ5ie ground _ water ſides. Toward the North, 
” Burraz Weſtward he three Ilands , euery one of them 
beſides another; Suna, Flata,and Fara,and beyond them, Ho- 
1a, and Walles , which ſome men thinke bur one Iland, and 0- 
thers elteeme ittwo : for thatat the time of the EquinoQuals, 
the Spring tydes are verte great and high ; and at the dead 
Neap,the {ands are bare,toyning them together ar one ſtraight 
throat, making one 1land of both : Yer when the tyde 
turnes and filles the ſtraight againe , they appeare to be two 
llands. 

In theſellesare the higheſt hilles that are in all Orkenay. 
Hoiaand Walles areten miles of length, diftane from Ra- 
nalſay eight miles, and more then 20. miles from Dunkirk 
in Caithnes. By North of ir, is thelle Graniſa, fituateinanar- 
row Firth, betwixt Caithnes and Pomona. The Welt fide of 
Pomonalookesto the Welt Sea directly : Into the which, 1o 
larreas men may ſee , there is neither Iland nor Craig. From 
the Faſt point of Pomona , lies Cobeſa ; and vponthe North 
ide, it isalmoſt inuironed by the les adiacent therennto. St- 
apinſa turning ſomwhat Eaſt, lies 2.miles from Kirkwaa, euen 
ouer againſt it, 6. miles oflengrh. Right Welt from Siapinia, 
arethetwo little lands, Garſa and Eglila, 4. miles of length : 
In this land they fay, Saint Magnus - _ Next vnto it 

py an 
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and ſomewhat ncerer the continent land , is Ruſa, 4, miles of 
length, and 3. miles of breadth in ſome places, well peopled. 
A litle weſt-ward lics the little Hand Broca. Beſides all theſe 
Iles, theres another band of lles,lving to the North,the Eaſt- 
molt whereof,js Stronza,& next it,Lmga, fiue miles of length, 
and two of breadth : then fundrie Ilands, named Holmes. 
The Haa fiue miles of length, and two of breadth. By Eaſt of 
it, lies Fara : and North from Fara, Waſt-a, running out into 
the {earn many heads and promontories. Aboue Stronza,at the 
Faſt end of Erha, lies Sanda, Northward , ten miles of length, 
and foure of brcdth, where it is broadeſt. Sanda is moſt fertill 
of Corne, ofall the Ilands of Orknay ; but it hath no kindeof 
firewithin it ſelfe ; ſo the In-dwellers are compclled to make 
exchange of their victuals for Peits (a kinde ot blacke Moſle; 
whereot, almoſt all the North-parts of Scotland make their 
fire) with their neighbours the Echanes. Beyond Sandia , lies 
North Rannalſaa, two myles of length , and two of breadth, 
No man may paſle it, butin the middeſtof Summer, and that, 
whattime the ſea is very calme. Vpon the South-fide of Po- 
mona, lies Ruſa, ſixe myles of length : and from it Eaſtward, 
Eglifa, wherein, as is reported, Saint Magn is buried. From 
Eglila South, Veragerſa : and not farrefrom it, Weltraa: trom 
which , Hethland 1s diſtant 80. myles, and Papaſtronza lics 
$0. myles from Hethland. Inthe midway berwixt , lies Fara, 
thatis, the faire Hand, ftanding in the fight of Orknay , and 
Kethland both : Ir riſeth in three high promontories or heads, 
and ſhore craig round about, without any kind of entrance, ex- 
cept at the South-eaſt, where it growes a little lower, making a 
ſure harborow for (mall boats. 'The In-dwellers thereof are ve- 
ry poore : forthe fiſhers that come out of England, Holland, 
and other Countries, neere vnto the great Ocean, yeerely to 
\ in theſe ſeas, in their paſsing by this Tland , they ſpoile, 
reife, and take away at their pleaſures, whatſoeuer they finde 


tin it. Next vntothis Iland, is the greateſt Ile of all Hethland, 
which in reſpec of the quantitie, rhe In-dwellers name, The 
Mane-land, 16. miles of length. Thereare ſundry promonto- 
ries or heads in it, amonglt which, thereare onely two to make 


account of: the one long and ſmall, runnes North: the other 
broader, 
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broader, asin ſome part 16. miles, runnes Northeaſt. Ttis in- 
habited for the moſt part vpon the ſea-coalt. Within the 
country,there is no kind of quicke beaſt, except the fowle fly- 
ing. Oflatethe labourers attempted to manure farther within 
the Country then their predeceflors wereaccuſtomed to doe, 
butthey reported ſmall aduantage for their paines. There is 
very good h{hing round about the whole country, and fo their 
commodity ſtands by the ſea. From this Land 10.miles North- 
ward lics Zeall,20.miles of length, and eight miles of bredth, 
ſo wild aground of nature, that no kind of beaſt will live in it, 
except they that-are bred in the ſame. They ay that the 
Bremes Marchants come thither , and bring to them all for- 
raine wares they need} in abundance. Betw1xt this Iland and 
the maine land , lie theſe little Ilands: Linga, Orna, Bigga, 
Sanctterri : 2.miles North-ward from theſe, lies Vnſta, more 
then 20. miles of length , and fixe miles of bredth, a plaine 
country, pleaſant to the eie, but itis compaſled by a very tem- 
pcſtuous ea. Via and Vrazarecaſt in betwixt Vnſta and Zeall. 
2.[lands, Skenna & Burna, lie Weſtward from Viſta, Balta, 
Hunega, Fotlara,ſeuen miles long, and 7. miles Eaſtward from 
Vnita,8. miles from Zeall: ouer againttthe ſea that deuides 
Zeal trom V nſta, lies Fotlara , morethen 7. miles of length. 
There are diuers vuwoorthy Ilands lying vpon the Eaſt ſide of 
the maine land: Mecla,the three llands of Eaſt Skennia,Chual- 
ſa, Noſtvada,Braſa,and Muſa, V pon the Weſt fide lie Weſt 
Shemniz,Roria,little Papa, Venneda,preat Papa, Valla, Tron- 
dra,Burra, great Haura,little Haura, and ſo many Holmes ly- 
ing ſcattered amongſt them. The Hethlandiſh men vſe the 


{ame kind of food that the Orknay men vſe, but that they are ,, 1,4 wher.

In Orknay,belides the great ſtore of ſheepe that teede vpon 


the maine lande thereof , the Ewes are of luch fecunditie , that 


at euery lambing time, they produce atlea(t rwo, and ordinari- 
ly three. There be neither venemeus or raucnous bealtes 
bred there, nor doe liue there , alchough they be tranſported 
thither. 

In Schetland, the Iles called Thulx, atthetime when the 
Sunne enters the Signe of Cancer, for the ſpace of twenty 
daies, there appeares no night at all; and among therocks 
thereof, growes the deleCtable Lambre, called Succinum: 
Where isalfo great refort ofthe bealt called the Mertrik, the 
Skins whereof are coſtly furrings. 

: "a Rofle, there be great Mountaines of Marble, and Ala- 
alter. 

Inthe South of Scotland , ſpecially in the Countries adia- 
cent to England, there is a Dog ot maruellous nature , called 
the Suth-hound z becauſe, when as he is certified by wordes of 
Arte, ſpoken by his Matter, what goodsare ftolne, whether 
Horſe, ſheepe, or Neat : immedrtly, he addrefieth himfuthly 
rothe ſent, and followeth with great impetuofitte, through all 
kind of ground and water, by as many ambages as the theeues 
haue vicd, till he attaine to their place of reſidence : By the be- 
nefit of the which Dogge, the goods are recouered. But now 
of late,he is called by anew popular name;the Slouth-hound: 
Becauſe , whenas the peopledoe Luc in flouth and idlenefic, 


and 
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and neither by themſelues, or by the office of a good Herd, 
or by the ftrength of a good houſe, they doe preſerue their 
goods from the incurſion of theeues and robbers : then 
haue they recourſe to the Dogge , for reparation of theig, 
llouth. 

Inthe Weſt, and North-weſt of Scotland , there is great 
repairing ofa Fowle, called the Erne, ofa marueilous nature, 
and the people are very curiousand ſoliſt tocatch him , whom 
thereafter they punze off his wings, that he ſhall not be able to 
fie againe. This Fowleis of a huge quantitie : andalkthough 
he be of a rauenous nature, like to the kind of Haulks, —_ 
of that ſame qualitie, gluttonous ; neuertheleſſe, rhe people 
doe give him ſuch fort ofmeate , as they thinke conuenient, 
and ſuch a great quantitie at a time, that he liues contented 
with that portion, forthe ſpace of fourteene,ſixteene, or twen- 
tie daies, and ſome ofthem for the ſpace ofa Moneth. The 
people that doe fo feed him, doe vie him for this intent : That 
they may be furniſhed with the feathers of his wings, when 
hee doth caſt them, for the garniſhing of theirarrowes, ei- 
ther when they are at warres, or at hunting : for theſe fea- 
thers onely doe neuer recetue raine , or water , as others 
doe, bur remaine alwaies of adurable eſtate , and yncorrup- 
tible, 

In a!l the Moore-land, and Moſſe-land of Scotland, doth 
reſort rhe blacke Cocke, a fowle ofa marueilous beautie, and 
marueilous bountie: for he is more deleRable roeate, then a 
Capon, and of a greater quantitie,cled with three ſorts of fleſh, 
of diuers colours,and diue:s taſtes,but all deleRable to the vic 
and nouriture of man. 

In thetwo Riuers of Dec and Done, beſides the maruel- 
lous plentie of Salmon fiſhes gotten there , there is alſoa mar- 
ueilous kinde of ſhel-fiſh,called the Hotſe-muſſell, of a great 
quantitie : wherein are ingendred innumerable faire , beauti- 
full and deleRtable Pearles, connuenient for the pleaſure of 
man , and profitable for the vſe of Phyſicke ; and ſome of them 
ſo faire and poliſhed , thatthey bee equall to any mirrour of 
the world.

tchenthe fiſhes are moſt plentifully taken for ſupport of the

'L Galloway, the Loch,called Loch-myrton,although it be 

common to all freſh water to freeze in Winter, yet the one 

halfe of this Loch doth neuer freezeatany time. 

In theſhire of Innernes : the Loch, called Loch-nes, and 
the riuer lowing fromthence into the ſea, doth neuer freeze: 
But by the contrary, in the coldeſt daies of Winter , the Loch 
and riuer are both ſcene toſmoake and reeke, ſignifying vn- 
to vs, that thereis a Myne of Brimſtone vnder it. of a hot 
qualitie. 

In Carrik, are Kyne,and Oxen, delicious to cate: but their 
fatnes is ofa wonderfull temperature : that although the farnes 
of all other comeſtable beaſts, for the ordinarie vie ofman, doe 
congeale with the cold aire : by the contrarie, the fatneſle of 
thele beaſts is perpetually liquid like oile. 

The wood and Parke of Commernauld, is repleniſhed with 
Kyne and Oxen, and thoſe atall times to this day,hauebeene 
wilde, and all of them of ſuch aperfe&t wonderfull whireneſle, 
that there was-never among all the huge number there, fo 
much as the ſmallett blacke ſpot found to be vpon one of their 
skinnes,horne,or clooue, 

In theParkeof Halyrud-houſe, are Foxes, and Hares,ofa 
wonderfull whiteneſle,in great number. 

In Coyle, now called Kyle,isarock, ofthe height oftwelue 
foot, and as-much of bredth, called the Deate Craig, For al- 
— a man ſhould crie neuer (o loud, to his fellow,from the 
one (1deto the other,he is not heard, although he would make 
the noile of agunne. 

In the countrey of Stratherne , alitnle aboue theold towne 
of the Pights, called Abirnethie, there is a maruellous Rocke, 
called the Rockeand ſtone,of a reaſonable bignes,that ifa man 
will puſh it with the leaſt motion of his finger,it wil mooug ve- 
rie lightly, but if he ſhall addrefle his wes 2 force , he profites 
nothing : which mooues many people to be wonderfull mer- 
ry, when they conſider ſuch contrarietie. 


In Lennox, isa great Loch , called Loch-lowmond, beg 
0 
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oflength 34. miles /in bredrh eight miles ining the . 
number of chirtie Iles. In this Loche are obſerved fs 


woonderfull things : One is, fiſhes very deleQable to cate, 
that haue no fynnes tomooue themſelues withall, as other 
fiſhes doe. The ſecond , tempeſtnous wanes and of 
the water, perpetually raging without windes, and that in 
time of greateſt calmes , in the faire pleaſant time of Sum- 
mer, when the aire is quiet. Thethird is, One of theſe lles, 
that is not corroborate nor vnited tothe ground , but hath 
beene perpetually looſe : and alchough it be ferrill of good 
grafle,and repleniſhed with Neat; yet it moues by the waues 
of the water, and is tranſported ſometimes towards one 
point,and otherwhiles toward another. 

In Argyle, isa ſtone found in diuers parts, the which laid 
ynder ſtraw or ftubble , doth conſumethemto fire , by the 
great heatthar it colleQts there, 

In Buquhan, at the caltle of Slains is acaue, from the top 
whereof diſtilles water , which within ſhort ime doth con- 
gcale ro hard ſtones , white in colour. In this countrey are 
no Rottons ſeeneatany time, alchough the land be wonder- 
full fertill. 

In Lothien,within two miles of Edinburgh, Southward,js 
a wel-ſpring,called,Saint Katherine well, whych flowes perpe- 
tally with a kind of blacke farneſſe, above the water : where- 
of Duſcorides makes mention. This farnes is called Biruwer 
agnis ſupernatans. It is thoughtto ; rom of a fat _—_ 
Coale,which is frequent in all Lothien,and ſpecially of aforr 
of coale, called vulgarly the Parret coale : For as ſoone as it 
is laid inthe fire,itis ſo fat and gummy, that itrenders an ex- 
ceeding great ight,dropping, trying , hiſsing, and making a 
greatnoile, with ſhedding and diuiding it felfein the fire, 
and of that marucilous nature, that as ſoone as it is laide in 
aquicke fire, immediately i. conceiues a great flame, which 
isnot common to any other ſort of coale. This fatnes; is ofa 


marucilous yertue : That as the coale,whereof it proceeds,is -. 
ſudden to conceiue fire and flame , ſo is this oile of aſuddert”© | 


operation,to heale al alr ſcabs and humours,that troutfe the 
outward skin of man,whereſouer it be,f:o the middle vg a8

common-

commonly thoſe of experience have obſerued. All ſeabbey 
in the head , and hands, are quickly healed by thebenefir 
ofthis oile,and it rendersa marueilous {weet {mell. 

At Abirdene isawell, of marueilous good qualitiero dif. 
ſolue theſtone, to expell land from the reines and bladder, 
and good forthe collicke, being drunke inthe Moneth of 
July,and afew daiesof Augutt, little inferiour in vertueto 
the renowned water of the Spaw in Almanie. 

Inthe North ſeas of Scotland are great clogges of timber 
found, inthe which, are macueiloutly ingendred a ſort of 
Geeſe,called Clayk-geeſe, and do hang by the beake,til rhey 
be of perfeCtion ; ofrrimes found,and kept in admiration for 
their rare formeof generation. 

At Dumbartan,direQly vader the Caſtle, at the mouth of 
the riuer of Clyde,as itenters into the ſea,there area number 
of Claik-geeſe, blacke of colour, which in the night time do 
pather greatquamtitic of the crops of the graſle, growing yp- 
onthe land, and carry the fame tothe fea. Then they aſl 
ble in aronnd,and with a wondrous curiofitie, do ofter cue- 
ry one his owne.portionto the Sea-floud, and there attend 
vpon the flowing of the tide, till the grafſe be purified 
from thefreſh tafte,and turned tothefalr: and leſt any par 

thereotthouldeſcape , they labourto hold it in, with 
laboor of their nebbes. Thereafter orderly euery 
fowleeates his portion. And this cuſtome 
they obſerue perpetually. They 
are verictatte, and verie 
delicious to bee 
eaten. 
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
